Mr.  Chairman,  Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen^ 

It  is  regretted  that  submission  of  this  Annual  Report  for 
1962  has  been  delayed  by  the  untimely  death  of  Dr.  C.  S.  Pitt, 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Joint  Public  Health  Committee. 

It  would  not  be  out  of  place  to  pay  tribute  here  to  the  work 
of  Dr.  Pitt  during  his  short  tenure  of  office.  His  boundless  energy 
and  enthusiasm  for  his  work  had  already  made  their  mark,  and 
made  a  very  real  contribution  towards  the  improvement  of  public 
health  in  the  Borough  and  District.  His  loss  was  greatly  felt  by 
all  who  came  in  contact  with  him  and  particularly  by  the  members 
of  his  staff. 

It  is  not  possible  to  comment  at  length  on  the  subject  matter 
of  this  report,  but  a  few  general  observations  can  be  made. 

POPULATION  INCREASE. 

Idle  population  of  the  combined  district  is  still  increasing 
rapidly.  In  1962  the  estimated  population  was  68,210,  that  is  an 
increase  of  4,410  over  the  previous  year.  Of  these,  the  natural 
increase  came  to  713,  whilst  the  balance  represents  the  migration 
of  new  families  into  the  area. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  combined  Districts  continue  to  be 
satisfactory,  and  compare  very  favourably  with  the  figures  for 
England  and  Wales  as  a  whole. 

In  1962  there  were  1,423  live  births  (20.8  per  thousand  popu¬ 
lation).  Deaths  from  all  causes  totalled  710,  (10.4  per  thousand 
population).  There  is  thus  a  slight  increase  in  the  birth  rate  over 
the  previous  year. 

There  were  28  infant  deaths,  representing  an  infant  mortality 
rate  of  19.7  per  thousand  live  births.  This  figure  remains  well 
below  the  average  for  the  country  as  a  whole. 

Still  births  numbered  20,  giving  a  still  birth  rate  of  14.05  per 
thousand  live  births,  again  a  very  favourable  figure  compared  with 
England  and  Wales  as  a  whole.  There  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Twenty-two  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified 
during  the  year.  This  shows  a  slight  increase  over  the  figure  for 
1961,  but  is  probably  due  to  better  diagnostic  facilities.  There 
were  three  deaths  due  to  this  disease. 
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MEASLES. 

The  outbreak  of  measles  which  began  in  1961,  continued  into 
1962  and  a  total  of  381  cases  were  notified,  compared  with  940  in 
the  previous  year.  The  greater  decrease  was  in  the  rural  areas, 
where  notified  cases  numbered  187,  compared  with  790  in  1961. 

POLIOMYELITIS  AND  DIPHTHERIA. 

No  cases  of  either  poliomyelitis  or  diphtheria  were  notified 
during  the  year.  The  numbers  of  children  and  adults  who  received 
injections  against  poliomyelitis  show  a  decline  compared  with  pre¬ 
vious  years,  probably  due  to  the  considerable  number  of  persons 
already  protected.  The  use  of  oral  vaccine  was  introduced  during 
the  year  and  has  now  taken  the  place  of  injections. 

DYSENTERY. 

Twenty-nine  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  This  disease 
is  still  endemic  in  the  district,  but  the  number  of  persons  suffering 
from  dysentery  shows  a  welcome  decrease. 

CANCER  OF  THE  LUNG  AND  BRONCHUS. 

Twenty-three  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus 
occurring  in  the  combined  area  were  recorded  during  the  year. 
These  represent  3.24  of  the  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes, 
which  is  better  than  the  national  average  for  England  and  Wales, 
but  shows  no  signs  of  declining. 

Finally,  I  am  quite  sure  that  Dr.  Pitt  would  have  liked  me 
to  express  his  appreciation  of  the  help  and  encouragement  he  re¬ 
ceived  from  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Committee  during 
1962. 

Also,  on  his  behalf,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  staff  of  both 
Public  Health  Departments,  and  in  particular  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  of  the  Rural  District  and  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  of  the  Borough,  for  their  unfailing  support  and  assis¬ 
tance  during  the  year  1962.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOROUGH  SURVEYOR. 

As  was  noticed  in  my  last  report,  the  national  emigration  to 
south  east  England  has  been  felt  in  Wokingham,  and  there  were 
planning  applications  in  respect  of  514  dwellings  and  274  dwellings 
were  erected  by  private  enterprise,  the  new  residents  being  in  the 
main  commuters  from  Reading,  Bracknell  and  further  afield. 

The  effect  of  this  development  is  making  itself  felt  in  the  acti¬ 
vities  of  the  Council  and  to  assist  them  in  assessing  the  needs  of 
the  area,  a  firm  of  consultants  was  engaged  and  presented  a  report 
on  the  needs  of  the  Council ;  the  report  was  accepted  by  the  Coun¬ 
cil  and  is  now  in  process  of  implementation. 

Another  important  event  was  the  institution  by  the  County 
Council  of  a  central  area  re-development  section  of  the  County 
Planning  Department,  and  plans  for  proposals  for  the  replanning 
and  orderly  development  of  the  central  area  of  Wokingham  are 
now  in  an  advanced  stage  of  preparation  and  will  be  considered  by 
the  Council  in  the  Autumn  of  1963. 

An  important  factor  brought  to  light  by  the  Organisation  and 
Methods  Investigation  was  the  need  for  the  Council  to  modernise 
and  mechanise  its  outside  activities  ;  it  had  become  evident  with  the 
declining  labour  force  the  area  could  not  be  properly  maintained 
under  existing  arrangements,  consequently  the  Refuse  Collection 
service  is  being  augmented  with  an  additional  freighter  and  High¬ 
way  maintenance  with  mechanical  aids,  and  more  supervisory  staff. 

The  population  trend  has  made  itself  felt  in  all  the  Council 
administered  services. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  commencement  of  the  new  works  was  visualised  as  being 
commenced  during  the  year,  but  negotiations  and  enquiries  with 
the  plant  manufacturers  and  the  Ministry  were  prolonged;  it  is 
confidently  hoped  to  commence  during  late  1963  or  early  1964.  The 
need  for  the  enlarged  works  became  more  apparent  during  this 
year  as  in  times  of  heavy  rain  flooding  of  highways  and  a  factory 
occurred.  The  Council  has  alleviated  this  problem  by  making  the 
sewers  more  serviceable  by  descaling  and  providing  temporary 
overflows  on  to  isolated  land. 

PARKS  AND  PLEASl-RE  GROUNDS. 


Further  sections  of  the  proposed  Riverside  Walk  came  under 
Council  Control,  and  it  should  be  possible  in  the  not  too  distant 
future  to  make  it  useable  and  accessible  to  the  public,  which  will 
be  a  decided  addition  to  the  amenities  of  the  Town. 
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HIGHWAYS. 

iModernisation  of  unmade  roads  is  now  in  the  forefront  of  the 
Councirs  programme,  and  work  is  proceeding  on  three  roads. 
Schemes  are  to  be  prepared  for  further  road  improvements  includ¬ 
ing  the  removal  of  bends  on  Classified  Roads.  A  further  car  park 
for  30/40  cars  is  being  provided.  The  severe  winter  threw  an  in¬ 
vidious  burden  on  the  Council,  some  £6,500  being  spent  on  clearance 
of  snow  and  dealing  with  icy  roads. 

PUBLIC  BUILDINGS. 

A  new  public  convenience  was  planned  to  serve  the  Town 
Centre  and  Denmark  Street  car  park;  this  will  be  built  during 
1963. 

Plans  have  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  for  the  first  stage 
of  the  Civic  Centre,  the  Municipal  Office  block  and  this  will  com¬ 
mence  in  1963.  To  accommodate  the  staff  the  Council  adopted  a 
disused  factory  building  to  house  the  Surveyor’s  staff. 

HOUSING. 

The  “Package”  deal  successfully  launched  in  1961  made  excel¬ 
lent  progress  during  the  year  112  houses  out  of  240  being  erected 
and  it  is  hoped  to  complete  during  1963,  included  in  this  scheme  are 
40  houses  for  purchase  by  persons  living  in  Council  houses  or  on 
the  Council’s  waiting  list.  In  addition  11  acres  for  sale  to  indivi¬ 
dual  persons  is  now  in  course  of  development. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  resume  the  Borough  is  very 
actively  engaged  in  playing  its  part  in  the  ever  increasing  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  Home  Counties,  and  will  undoubtedly  continue  to  do 
so  in  the  future.

One  complaint  was  received  regarding  the  adverse  effect  of 
the  domestic  water  supply  on  aluminium  ware.  A  sample  taken 
from  the  house  supply  showed  that  the  slight  deposit  complained 
of  was  temporary  and  was  from  new  copper  piping  in  the  house 
and  not  considered  a  health  hazard. 

4,287  dwelling  houses  are  supplied  ith  water  direct  from  the 
mains,  3  supplied  from  wells  are  likely  to  be  dealt  with  under  the 
CounciTs  Slum  Clearance  Programme  and  1  a  new  house  is  likely 
to  be  reliant  on  a  well  for  some  years. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWhTCAGE.

One  sam])le  of  sewage  effluent  gave  an  unsatisfaetory  result. 
A  follow  up  sample  gave  a  satisfactory  result  and  the  conclusion 
reached  was  that  a  trade  premises  had  discharged  a  strong- 
sewage  in  quantity  just  ])rior  to  sampling.  Investigations  into  the 
activities  of  trade  p)remises  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  was 
increased  and  as  a  result  four  trade  effluent  agreements  are  being 
considered.  Increasing  difficulties  have  been  found  by  the  Borough 
Surveyor  in  maintaining  certain  lengths  of  sewers  due  to  the 
activities  of  agricultural  ])remises  and  added  drainage  from  new 
and  existing  premises.  Greater  activity  in  the  fields  of  drainage 
is  envisaged  in  the  coming  year. 

The  unsatisfactory  result  referred  to  was  from  the  Small 
Bucks  Copse  Works  and  is  given  below.  It  will  be  noted  that  the 
B.O.D.  and  the  solids  are  slightly  above  the  Royal  Commission

HOUSING. 

During  the  year  173  units  of  housing  were  provided  by  the 
Council  and  these  together  with  vacancies  in  existing  houses 
allowed  for  226  lettings.  41  families  from  houses  subject  to  clos¬ 
ing  or  demolition  orders  were  included  in  these  figures,  leaving 
10  houses  subject  to  closing  or  demolition  orders  occupied  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  17  older  type  Council  houses  were  improved  and 
extensively  repaired  during  the  year  and  progress  on  improvement 
grants  to  privately  owned  property  is  shown  in  the  table  below.  5 
of  the  private  houses  improved  and  repaired  during  the  year  were 
cases  where  closing  orders  were  withdrawn  and  at  the  end  of 
the  year  work  was  in  progress  on  six  other  such  houses  without 
the  aid  of  improvement  grants.

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27  Improvement  Schemes  were  completed  during  the  year, 
providing  28  modernised  units  of  accommodation. 

Council  house  maintenance,  which  was  again  dealt  with  by 
the  department,  resulted  in  the  issuing  to  local  builders  897  orders 
for  various  small  items  of  repair.  450  visits  were  made  to  council 
houses  in  connection  with  these  repairs  and  other  estate  manage¬ 
ment  matters. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

The  number  of  moveable  dwellings  in  the  district  during  the 
year  was  15  on  individual  sites  and  6  on  one  small  site;  25  inspec¬ 
tions  were  carried  out  during  the  year  and  no  unsatisfactory  con¬ 
ditions  were  found.  Three  unauthorised  caravans  were  removed 
by  informal  action. 

FOOD  INSPECTION. 

Six  cases  of  unsound  food  being  sold  were  reported  to  the 
Council.  In  two  cases  the  Council  agreed  to  warn  the  vendors  and 
steps  were  taken  to  ensure  that  the  occurrences  which  were  not 
of  a  serious  nature  did  not  occur  again.  In  the  other  four  cases 
which  the  Council  considered,  legal  proceedings  were  instituted  but 
withdrawn  in  view  of  difficulties  arising  from  delay.  Whilst  it 
was  felt  that  proceedings  would  have  been  justified  it  was  thought 
that  the  matters  in  question  had  been  given  a  sufficient  airing  and 
to  have  taken  the  final  step  would  not  have  served  a  useful  public 
health  service. 

Request  visits  to  examine  doubtful  stocks  resulted  in  certifi¬ 
cates  of  surrender  being  issued  and  the  foods  in  question  were  dis¬ 
posed  of  in  the  Council’s  refuse  tip.

In  all  four  cases  the  infringements  have  been  carelessness  in 
waste  storage  before  and  after  boiling.  This  mainly  arises  because 
of  the  variation  in  supply  to  the  farmers  of  waste.  At  times  they 
receive  more  than  their  proper  storage  can  receive  and  bins  are 
left  outside  the  confines  of  the  plant.  More  frequent  visits  would 
seem  to  be  the  answer  as  they  are  prompt  to  move  the  bins  im¬ 
mediately  I  enter  the  farm  entrance  prior  to  inspecting  the  pre¬ 
mises  and  plant. 

SHOPS  ACT  1952. 

No  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  either  on  closing 
hours  or  shop  amenities.  There  has  been  an  increasing  tendency 
for  greater  utilisation  of  shop  space  for  business  purposes  at  the 
expense  of  space  for  shop  assistant  comfort  and  general  amenity. 
Shops  are  tending  to  increase  stocks  far  in  excess  of  their  stock 
space,  and  encroach  into  corridors,  passages,  and  on  staircases. 
The  inability  to  expand  their  premises  due  to  the  proximity  of 
other  premises  and  the  general  increase  in  overheads  together 
with  building  costs  seem  to  be  the  reason  for  this  unsatisfactory 
position.

Twenty  four  samples  of  water  taken 
each  gave  a  satisfactory  result.  Improvements  to  the  pool  included 
foot  bath  facilities  and  fencing  work  to  prevent  bathers  walking 
directly  from  the  gardens  into  the  pool  without  first  using  the  foot 
baths.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL.

The  laying  of  sewers  at  Three  Mile  Cross,  School  Green  and 
Church  Lane  in  the  Parish  of  Shinfield  which  commenced  in  Sep¬ 
tember  1961,  proceeded  steadily  during  the  year  and  was  completed 
in  November. 
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In  December  tenders  were  received  for  the  construction  of 
the  next  and  final  stage  of  the  Shinfield  Sewerage  Scheme.  This 
comprises  the  provision  of  sewers  in  Hyde  End  Road,  Spencers 
Wood,  (including  that  part  which  lies  within  the  Parish  of  Swal- 
lowfield),  Ryeish  Green  and  Great  Lea.  Construction  should  com¬ 
mence  early  in  1963. 

Re-construction  of  Marsh  Farm  Sewage  Disposal  Works  re¬ 
ferred  to  last  year  has  also  progressed  through  the  period  now 
under  report.  Various  delays  have  occurred  however  and  it  is 
unlikely  that  the  contract  will  now  be  completed  until  the  summer 
of  next  year.  Various  units  of  the  new  works,  notably  the  humus 
tanks  and  sludge  drying  beds  have  been  brought  into  operation. 
The  difficulties  of  operation  and  maintaining  satisfactory  effluent 
however  have  not  been  appreciably  lessened. 

The  scheme  for  augmentation  of  foul  sewers  to  deal  with  the 
present  and  future  development  of  Woodley,  approved  last  year, 
has  been  delayed.  Reports  of  the  probable  abandonment  of  Wood- 
ley  Airfield  and  the  use  of  the  land  for  residential  purposes  neces¬ 
sitated  a  re-assessment  of  probable  future  sewage  flows.  At  the 
close  of  the  year  this  was  under  active  consideration  with  a  view  to 
seeking  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  to  enlarged  pipe  sizes  and  an  increase  in  capacity  of 
the  proposed  new  pumping  station  at  Loddon  Bridge. 

The  construction  of  sewers  in  West  Drive,  Parish  of  Woodley 
&  Sandford  and  Old  Bath  Road,  Sonning,  commenced  on  29th 
August  and  will  be  completed  early  in  the  new  year. 

Steady  progress  was  made  during  the  year  on  preparatorv 
work  for  the  scheme  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  for  parts 
of  the  Parishes  of  Barkham,  Finchampstead  and  Wokingham  With¬ 
out.  Gauging  of  flows  at  the  existing  disposal  works  serving  the 
R.E.M.E.  Depot  at  Arborfield  (which  are  to  be  superseded  by  the 
scheme)  took  place  in  March  and  April.  Detailed  design  of  the 
new  proposed  purification  plant  could  then  be  commenced  and  this 
is  nearly  completed.  Assuming  that  Ministry  approval  to  this 
part  of  the  scheme  will  be  forthcoming  it  is  hoped  that  construc¬ 
tion  of  the  works  can  be  commenced  early  in  1964. 

The  steady  development  of  Twyford  and  the  proposals  for  a 
considerable  increase  in  population  in  that  village  together  with 
increased  building  in  Wargrave  have  necessitated  the  review  of  the 
sewage  disposal  works  at  Wargrave  which  serves  both  Parishes. 
The  Councibs  Consulting  Engineers  have  been  instructed  to  pre¬ 
pare  an  outline  scheme  for  the  enlargement  of  the  plant  for  sub¬ 
mission  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 

A  number  of  sewer  extensions  have  been  carried  out  by  build¬ 
ing  developers  towards  the  cost  of  which  the  Council  have  under¬ 
taken  to  pay  contributions  under  the  provisions  of  Section  19  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  These  have  included  lengths  at — 
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Mole  Road,  Sindlesham — Parish  of  Winnersh ; 

Colemansmoor  Road,  Woodley; 

Basingstoke  Road,  Riseley — Parish  of  Swallowfield. 

Sections  17  and  18  of  the  Act  have  also  been  used  extensively 
to  allow  new  and  proposed  sewers  on  housing  development  to 
become  vested  in  the  Council. 

TRADE  EFFLUENTS. 

The  operation  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1961  has  necessitated 
a  review  of  existing  trade  effluent  discharges. 

There  were  in  operation  four  consents  issued  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  Section  2  of  the  Public  Health  (Drainage  of  Trade  Pre¬ 
mises)  Act,  1937  and  after  consideration  no  change  has  been  made 
in  these  at  present. 

An  existing  agreement  negotiated  under  Section  7  of  the  1937 
Act  has  now  been  replaced  by  a  Conditional  Consent. 

By  virtue  of  Section  63  of  the  1961  Act  consents  have  also 
been  issued  in  respect  of  three  farm  premises  which  were  former¬ 
ly  discharging  to  the  public  sewers.  In  one  such  case  the  owners 
of  the  premises  have  decided  to  make  their  own  arrangements  for 
disposal  of  waste  matters  and  the  discharge  to  the  sewer  will 
cease. 

SURFACE  WATER  DRAINAGE. 

Construction  of  the  first  part  of  the  scheme  for  draining  the 
Merryhill  Green  Area  of  Winnersh  Parish  including  surface  water 
sewers  at  Grovelands  Avenue,  Watmore  Lane  (Part)  and  the 
eastern  end  of  Danywern  Drive,  commenced  in  October  and  was 
nearly  completed  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

A  scheme  for  improvements  to  and  partly  piping  in  the  Galley 
Ditch  at  Wargrave  was  submitted  to  and  accepted  by  the  Council 
in  September  and  subsequently  approved  by  the  County  Council. 

Proposals  for  providing  surface  water  sewers  from  the  River 
Loddon  through  Coppice  Estat2  and  continuing  under  the  Railwav 
past  Henley  Wood  Road  and  approximately  parallel  to  Wokingham 
Road  to  Maiden  Erlegh  Drive  serving  parts  of  the  Parishes  of 
Earley  and  Woodley  &  Sandford  has  received  approval  of  the 
Rural  District  Council,  the  Berkshire  County  Council  and  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.  It  is  intended  to 
construct  the  lower  part  of  this  scheme  as  a  first  stage  and  to  lay 
the  pipes  in  conjunction  with  the  foul  sewers  included  in  the 
Woodley  Augmentation  Scheme.  It  is  hoped  that  construction  will 
commence  next  year. 

A  short  length  of  surface  water  sewer  has  been  laid  from 
Pinewood  Avenue  to  Circle  Hill  Road  in  the  Parish  of  Woking¬ 
ham  Without  by  a  private  developer,  the  local  authorities  contri¬ 
buting  towards  the  cost.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR. 

WET  SCAVENGING. 

(a)  COLLECTION. 

The  year  again  was  difficult  with  the  demand  upon  the  ser¬ 
vices  exceeding  the  capabilities  of  the  vehicles.  As  much  overtime 
as  possible  w^as  worked  during  the  year  and  towards  the  end  of 
the  year  the  position  was  improving  slightly.  The  use  of  two 
new,  larger  vehicles,  of  1,500  gallon  capacity,  to  some  extent  offset 
the  loss  of  efficiency  of  the  older  vehicles  of  1,100  gallon  capacity, 
two  of  which  were  over  ten  years  old  at  the  year  end.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  is  the  result  of  the  year’s  work  compared  with  that  of  the

There  is  a  shift  of  effort  in  wet  scavenging  to  the  more  rural 
part  of  the  area  where  unsewered  development  is  now  taking  place, 
whilst  the  congested  urban  areas  are  becoming  sewered.  The 
average  length  of  haul  has  therefore  increased  from  7.39  miles  to 
7.98  miles.  Another  noticeable  feature  is  that  the  average  length 
of  hose  to  be  laid  in  order  to  empty  each  property  is  also  increas¬ 
ing. 

(b)  DISPOSAL. 

The  following  table  shows  the  amount  of  cesspool  sewage  dis¬ 
posed  of  at  the  various  sites,  compared  with  the  previous  year —

The  table  shows  a  reduction  of  almost  1  million  gallons,  most 
of  which  is  accounted  for  in  the  reduction  of  the  amount  disposed 
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of  at  King  Street  Lane  sewers.  This  stems  from  the  fact  that  the 
area  which  is  reasonably  accessible  to  this  site  is  now  mainly 
sewered.  The  introduction  of  a  cesspool  tipping  bay  in  the  parish 
of  Shinheld  during  the  next  year  should  relieve  conditions  at  the 
Gipsy  Lane  site  and  allow  more  of  this  objectionable  liquid  to  be 
put  into  sewers.  In  a  district  such  as  this,  which  has  now  develop¬ 
ed  a  predominantly  urban  character,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the 
disposal  of  cesspool  contents  into  sewers  is  the  only  really  satis¬ 
factory  method. 

The  site  at  Farley  Hill  is  still  used  to  some  extent  to  serve 
properties  in  the  locality  of  the  Eversley  Bridge  area  of  Finchamp- 
stead.  It  has  again  been  the  source  of  complaints  and  it  is  intend¬ 
ed  to  cease  the  use  of  this  site  when  the  tipping  bay  at  Shinheld 
is  in  operation.  In  any  case,  the  larger  vehicles  now  in  operation 
are  getting  into  difficulties  on  the  access  road  to  the  site. 

Apart  froai  a  certain  amount  of  farm  sewage  disposed  of  at 
Winnersh,  the  land  here  has  been  held  in  reserve,  for  use  should  the 
present  arrangements  with  the  Wokingham  Borough  Council  to 
use  their  sewers  cease. 

MAIN  DRAINAGE— SEWER  CONNECTIONS. 

The  Winnersh  main  drainage  scheme  became  available  for  use 
for  182  properties  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  In  late  July  a 
start  in  the  School  Green  area  of  Shinheld  was  made,  and  the 
sewer  became  available  for  37  properties.  In  October  sewerage 
was  available  in  the  Church  Lane  and  Three  Mile  Cross  areas  of 
that  sewer  for  another  207  houses.  A  considerable  amount  of 
time  was  devoted  to  this  side  of  the  public  health  work  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year  the  outstanding  work  was  in  the  Three  Mile  Cross 
area,  where  delay  resulted  from  adverse  weather  conditions  at 
the  end  of  the  year. 

Work  by  the  Department  is  still  proceeding  in  the  Shinheld 
area  in  conjunction  ^vith  the  contractors,  to  decide  the  best  posi¬ 
tion  for  the  lateral  drains  in  those  areas  where  sewers  are  being 
laid.

DRY  SCAVENGING. 


(a)  COLLECTION. 

The  vehicles  in  service  remain  the  same  as  in  the  previous 
year,  that  is,  4  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  and  3  Karriers  of  16/18 
cubic  yards  two-way  tipping  vehicles  and  1  Bedford  Compressmore 
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of  12/20  cubic  yards  capacity.  The  spare  vehicle,  which  is  a 
Shelvoke  and  Drewry  20  cubic  yard  moving  floor  is  now  thirteen 
years  old  and  is  too  unreliable  to  perform  adequately  the  function 
of  a  spare  vehicle. 

Out  of  a  total  of  40  routes,  32  have  a  backdoor  collection, 
whereby  the  dustman  takes  the  bin  from  the  rear  of  the  property, 
empties  it,  and  leaves  the  empty  bin  at  or  near  the  front  gate. 
Approximated  1,000  new  properties  have  been  built  during  the 
year,  which  has  further  stressed  the  refuse  collection  services. 
The  bonus  system  in  operation,  which  allows  for  additional  pro¬ 
perties  to  be  dealt  with  on  excess  payment,  has  enabled  this  in¬ 
crease  to  be  accommodated  with  the  minimum  dislocation  of 
service.  During  the  year  almost  1,300  cubic  vards  of  refuse  had 
to  be  collected  by  means  of  an  open  Bedford  Tipper,  which  shows 
the  inadequacy  of  the  vehicle  fleet.  This  amount  is  in  excess  of 
that  which  is  collected  in  an  open  lorry  which  is  employed  to  deal 
with  those  properties  where  the  normal  collection  vehicle  cannot 
gain  access. 

(b)  DISPOSAL. 

Disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping.  For  this  operation  one  In¬ 
ternational  Bulldozer,  which  can  be  used  with  the  addition  of  a  4 
cubic  yard  Sterling  Scraper,  one  1  cubic  yard  4-wheel  drive 
VVetherall  Shovel  and  one  6  cubic  yard  Bedford  Tipper  Lorry  are 
available.  The  following  table  shows  the  amount  of  refuse, 
measured  in  cubic  yards,  as  carried  by  the  lorries,  which  have  been 
disposed  of  at  the  various  sites  during  the  past  year  compared 
with  the  previous  year.

As  mav  be  seen  from  the  above  figures  there  is  some  shift 
towards  the  tipping  in  the  Shinfield  area  as  against  Woodley. 
Every  effort  is  being  made  to  preserve  the  tipping  space  at  Wood- 
ley  in  order  to  recover  soil  and  sub-soil  from  the  site  for  future 
use  as  covering.  Negotiations  were  continued  for  the  purchase  of 
additional  land  at  Woodley  to  the  extent  of  about  40  acres.  This 
is  most  urgently  needed,  as  at  December  1962  there  remains  but 
one  year’s  tipping  space  at  Woodley  if  the  whole  of  the  refuse 
from  the  Council’s  area  were  disposed  of  at  that  site.  It  is  under¬ 
stood  that  this  additional  land  is  to  be  available  on  the  1st  April, 
1964. 
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It  should  be  mentioned  here  that  the  plant  enumerated  above 
is  also  dealing  with  the  whole  of  the  refuse  from  Wokingham 
Borough  under  an  agreement  which  has  two  more  years  to  run. 
Scrap  iron  is  the  only  item  of  salvage  now  disposed  of,  and  the 
market  for  that  appears  to  be  rapidly  drying  up.  During  the  year 
a  total  of  4  tons  11  cwt.  was  sold,  resulting  in  an  income  of 
£37  16.  0.

There  is  little  change  in  the  number  of  moveable  dwellings 
licensed  in  the  Rural  District  compared  with  the  position  in  1961. 

Three  sites  have  running  down  permission,  namely  that  at 
Sunnyside,  Church  Lane,  Three  Mile  Cross,  Shinfield,  with  32  vans, 
Church  Lane  Poultry  Farm,  Shinfield,  with  18  vans,  and  Loddon 
vStud,  Winnersh,  with  17  vans.  Action  under  the  Caravan  Sites 
and  Control  of  Development  Act  1962  was  taken  against  the  owner 
of  Sunnyside  Caravan  Site  for  a  breach  of  the  running  down  condi¬ 
tions  and  the  owner  was  fined  £140. 

Site  works  for  27  caravans  are  in  hand  at  the  Council  owned 
site  at  Winnersh,  and  it  is  expected  that  this  site  will  be  available 
in  the  New  Year.  Consideration  is  being  given  to  the  provision  of 
amenities  up  to  the  model  standards  at  the  Council  owned  site  at 
California-in-England,  Finchampstead,  which  has  planning  consent 
for  80  caravans  but  is  at  present  accommodating  30  vans  with 
minimum  sanitary  facilties. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955. 

FOOD  HGYGIENE. 

The  number  of  complaints  regarding  unsound  food,  foreign 
bodies  in  foodstuffs  and  dirty  milk  bottles  continued  to  increase 
during  the  year.  Successful  prosecutions  were  obtained  but  the 
answer  to  the  unsatisfactory  milk'  bottles  still  remains  to  be  solved, 
in  spite  of  strenuous  efforts  by  the  trade. 

As  was  mentioned  in  my  previous  report,  the  Quick  Frozen 
Food  trade  has  increased  and  a  Code  of  Handling  is  now  being  dis¬ 
tributed  to  all  retailers.  Too  much  emphasis  cannot  be  given  to 
the  constant  supervision,  with  regular  notation  of  stocks,  of  all 
these  food  cabinets.  The  most  common  failings  are  overloading, 
placing  of  new  stock  over  old,  absence  of  temperature  control,  and 
irregular  defrosting  and  cleansing.
